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GRAPE  CRUSH  REPORT 

Information  contained  in  this  report  was  supplied  by  vintners  to  fulfill  the 
reporting  requirements  of  Senate  Bill  No.  1609. 

This  report  includes  all  grape  tonnage  crushed  and  all  tonnage  purchased  and 
priced  as  of  February  25,  1977  by  California  vintners.   Data  by  varieties  are 
shown  for  eleven  grape  reporting  districts  as  well  as  for  the  State  totals. 
In  some  cases,  individual  variety  price  information  and  tons  purchased  have 
been  omitted  for  one  or  more  districts  to  avoid  disclosure  of  individual  oper- 
ations.  However,  these  prices  and  tons  are  included  in  the  State  averages  and 
totals. 

Total  grapes  crushed  in  1976  was  2,210,654  tons  which  is  a  1.9  percent  increase 
over  the  197  5  total  crush  of  2,169,000  tons.   The  weighted  average  degrees  brix 
for  all  grapes  crushed  in  1976  was  20.9  which  is  slightly  lower  than  last  year's 
21.2  degrees  brix.   This  reduction  was  probably  due  to  the  unusually  wet  fall 
weather. 

The  reported  weighted  average  degrees  brix  for  grapes  purchased  was  21.0.   The 
weighted  average  price  per  ton  for  grapes  reported  as  having  a  final  price  was 
$116.08  for  all  varieties.   This  is  28  percent  higher  than  the  1975  price  of 
$90.50.   Weighted  average  price  for  raisin  type  grapes  was  $84.72  per  ton,  table 
type  grapes  was  $83.04  per  ton,  and  wine  type  was  $135.35  per  ton. 


DEFINITIONS 

Tonnage  Crushed:   Totals  reported  reflect  the  quantity  crushed  by  variety  and  Grape 

Reporting  District  where  the  grapes  were  grown.   Minor  tonnages  are 
not  reported  at  the  district  level,  but  are  included  in  the  State  total.   Packing- 
house culls  are  included  in  "all  raisin  grape"  and  "all  table  grape"  totals.   Mixed 
lots  of  wine  grapes  are  included  in  "other  wine  grape"  totals. 

Tonnage  Purchased:   Purchased  tonnage  reflects  totals  by  variety  and  district  where 

grown  for  all  grapes  with  final  prices  not  subject  to  change. 
Minor  tonnages  are  not  reported  at  the  district  level,  but  are  included  in  the  State 
total.   Grapes  pooled  by  cooperatives  and  those  grown  by  wineries  and  used  for  their 
own  production  are  not  included  in  purchases. 

Weighted  Average  Prices:   Prices  reflect  actual  weighted  averages  of  final  prices  not 

subject  to  further  revision.   Prices  do  not  include  grower 
returns  for  tonnage  pooled  by  cooperatives  or  returns  for  grapes  grown  by  wineries 
and  used  for  their  own  production.   Adjustments  for  sugar  calculations  and  any  bonuses 
or  allowances  are  included. 

The  weighted  average  prices  reported  by  variety  and  district  are  final  prices  for 
grapes  purchased  for  wine,  concentrate,  juice,  vinegar,  and  beverage  brandy.   Final 
prices  for  grape  distilling  material  other  than  beverage  brandy  are  shown  separately. 

Prices  are  equivalent  to  delivered  basis  in  the  area  grown  including  normal  within- 
area  hauling  allowances.   Purchases  made  on  a  roadside  basis  include  the  usual  hauling 
allowance  for  local  delivery  in  the  area  grown.   Out-of-area  purchases  made  on  a 
delivered  basis  do  not  include  extra  hauling  costs  for  delivery  outside  the  area. 


Base  Prices:   Base  prices  in  this  report  are  subject  to  adjustments  to  reflect 

quality  of  grapes  when  delivered.  Adjustments  principally  reflect 
sugar  content,  but  may  reflect  other  quality  factors  such  as  defects  or  material 
other  than  grapes. 

Average  Degrees  Brix:   Degrees  brix  for  tonnage  crushed  are  weighted  averages  based 

on  reports  from  cooperatives  and  independently  owned  wineries. 
Degrees  brix  for  purchased  grapes  are  weighted  averages  based  on  tonnage  where  price 
is  final  and  not  subject  to  change. 

Brix  Adjustment  Factors:   The  brix  adjustment  factors  determine  adjustments  to  base 

prices  to  compensate  for  sugar  variations.   In  this  report, 
adjustments  are  expressed  in  dollars  per  ton,  or  percent  of  base  price  per  degree 
variance  from  the  established  brix  base.   Occasional  lots  are  traded  on  price  per 
degree  brix  as  delivered.

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GRAPE  CRUSH  REPORT 

Information  contained  in  this  report  was  supplied  by  vintners  to  fulfill  the  reporting  requirements 
of  Senate  Bill  No.  1609. 

This  report  includes  all  grape  tonnage  crushed  and  all  tonnage  purchased  and  priced  as  of  February  25, 
1978  by  California  vintners.   Data  by  varieties  are  shown  for  eleven  grape  reporting  districts  as  well 
as  for  the  State  totals.   In  some  cases,  individual  variety  price  information  and  tons  purchased  have 
been  omitted  for  one  or  more  districts  to  avoid  disclosure  of  individual  operations.   However,  these 
prices  and  tons  are  included  in  the  State  averages  and  totals. 

Total  grapes  crushed  in  1977  was  2,336,353  tons  which  is  a  6.0  percent  increase  over  the  1976  total 
crush  of  2,210,654  tons.  The  weighted  average  degrees  brix  for  all  grapes  crushed  in  1977  was  20.9 
which  is  the  same  as  19  76. 

The  reported  weighted  average  degrees  brix  for  grapes  purchased  was  20.9.  The  weighted  average  price 
per  ton  for  grapes  reported  as  having  a  final  price  was  $150.79  for  all  varieties.   This  is  30  percent 
higher  than  the  1976  price  of  $116.08.   Weighted  average  price  for  raisin  type  grapes  was  $101.77  per 
ton,  table  type  grapes  was  $99.69  per  ton,  and  wine  type  was  $174.18  per  ton.   The  weighted  average 
degrees  brix  for  grapes  crushed  was  20.9. 

The  1977  weighted  average  price  per  ton  for  all  grapes  purchased  as  distilling  material  for  other  than 
beverage  brandy  was  $42.84  per  ton  compared  with  $56.19  in  1976.   The  degrees  brix  for  distilling 
material  grapes  was  19.5  in  1977  and  21.8  in  1976. 

Tonnage  Crushed:   Totals  reported  reflect  the  quantity  crushed  by  variety  and  Grape  Reporting  District 
where  the  grapes  were  grown.   Minor  tonnages  (less  than  25  tons)  are  not  included  by 
varieties  but  are  included  in  district  and  State  totals.   Packinghouse  culls  are  included  in  "all 
raisin  grape"  and  "all  table  grape"  totals. 

Tonnage  Purchased:   Purchased  tonnage  reflects  totals  by  variety  and  district  where  grown  for  all 

grapes  with  final  prices  not  subject  to  change.   Minor  tonnages  (less  than  25  tons) 
are  not  included  by  variety  but  are  included  in  district  and  State  totals.   Grapes  pooled  by  coopera- 
tives and  those  grown  by  wineries  and  used  for  their  own  production  are  not  included  in  purchases. 

Weighted  Average  Prices:   Frices  reflect  actual  weighted  averages  of  final  prices  not  subject  to 

further  revision.   Prices  do  not  include  grower  returns  for  tonnage  pooled  by 
cooperatives  or  returns  for  grapes  grown  by  wineries  and  used  for  their  own  production.   Adjustments 
for  sugar  calculations  and  any  bonuses  or  allowances  are  included. 

The  weighted  average  prices 'reported  by  variety  and  district  are  final  prices  for  grapes  purchased  for 
wine,  concentrate,  juice,  vinegar,  and  beverage  brandy.   Final  prices  for  grape  distilling  material 
other  than  beverage  brandy  are  shown  separately. 

Prices  are  equivalent  to  delivered  basis  in  the  area  grown  including  normal  within-area  hauling  allow- 
ances.  Purchases  made  on  a  roadside  basis  include  the  usual  hauling  allowance  for  local  delivery  in 
the  area  grown.   Out-of-area  purchases  made  on  a  delivered  basis  do  not  include  extra  hauling  costs 
for  delivery  outside  the  area. 

Base  Prices:   Base  prices  in  this  report  are  subject  to  adjustments  to  reflect  quality  of  grapes  when 

delivered.   Adjustments  principally  reflect  sugar  content,  but  may  reflect  other  quality 
factors  such  as  defects  or  material  other  than  grapes. 

Average  Degrees  Brix:   Degrees  brix  for  tonnage  crushed  are  weighted  averages  based  on  reports  from 

cooperatives  and  independently  owned  wineries.   Degrees  brix  for  purchased 
grapes  are  weighted  averages  based  on  tonnage  where  price  is  final  and  not  subject  to  change. 

Brix  Adjustment  Factors:   The  brix  adjustment  factors  determine  adjustments  to  base  prices  to  compen- 
sate for  sugar  variations.   In  this  report,  adjustments  are  expressed  in 
dollars  per  ton,  or  percent  of  base  price  per  degree  variance  from  the  established  brix  base. 
Occasional  lots  are  traded  on  price  per  degree  brix  as  delivered.

GRAPE  CRUSH  REPORT 

Information  contained  in  this  report  was  supplied  by  vintners  to  fulfill  the  reporting  requirements 
of  Senate  Bill  No.  1609. 

This  report  includes  all  grape  tonnage  crushed  and  all  tonnage  purchased  and  prices  as  of  February  25, 
1979  by  California  vintners.   Data  by  varieties  are  shown  for  eleven  grape  reporting  districts  as 
well  as  for  the  State   totals.   In  some  cases,  individual  variety  price  information  and  tons  purchased 
have  been  omitted  for  one  or  more  districts  to  avoid  disclosure  of  individual  operations.   However, 
the  prices  and  tons  are  included  in  State  and  district  averages  and  totals. 

Total  grapes  crushed  in  1978  was  2,542,053  tons  which  is  an  8.1  percent  increase  over  the  1977  total 
crush  of  2,336,353  tons.   The  weighted  average  degrees  brix  for  all  grapes  crushed  in  1978  was  20.8 
which  is  one-tenth  point  below  last  year's  figure  of  20.9 

The  reported  weighted  average  degrees  brix  for  grapes  purchased  was  20.9.   The  weighted  average  price 
per  ton  for  grapes  reported  as  having  a  final  price  was  $189.29  for  all  varieties.   This  is  25.5  percent 
higher  than  the  1977  price  of  $150.79.   Weighted  average  price  for  raisin  type  grapes  was  $152.89 
per  ton,  table  type  grapes  was  $140.07,  and  wine  type  was  $208.90  per  ton.   The  weighted  average 
degrees  brix  for  grapes  crushed  was  20.9. 

The  1978  weighted  average  price  per  ton  for  all  grapes  purchased  as  distilling  material  for  other  than 
beverage  brandy  was  $74.19  per  ton  compared  with  $42.84  in  1977.   The  degrees  brix  for  distilling 
material  grapes  was  18.9  in  1978  and  19.5  in  1977.

Weighted  Average  Prices:   Prices  reflect  actual  weighted  averages  of  final  prices  not  subject  to 

further  revision.   Prices  do  not  include  grower  returns  for  tonnage 
pooled  by  cooperatives  or  returns  for  grapes  grown  by  wineries  and  used  for  their  own  production. 
Adjustments  for  sugar  calculations  and  any  bonuses  or  allowances  are  included. 

The  weighted  average  prices  reported  by  variety  and  district  are  final  prices  for  grapes  purchased 
for  wine,  concentrate,  juice,  vinegar,  and  beverage  brandy.   Final  prices  for  grape  distilling 
material  other  than  beverage  brandy  are  shown  separately. 

Prices  are  equivalent  to  delivered  basis  in  the  area  grown  including  normal  within-area  hauling 
allowances.   Purchases  made  on  a  roadside  basis  include  the  usual  hauling  allowance  for  local 
delivery  in  the  area  grown.   Out-of-area  purchases  made  on  a  delivered  basis  do  not  include  extra 
hauling  costs  for  delivery  outside  the  area. 

Base  Prices:   Base  prices  in  this  report  are  subject  to  adjustments  to  reflect  quality  of  grapes 

when  delivered.   Adjustments  principally  reflect  sugar  content,  but  may  reflect 
other  quality  factors  such  as  defects  or  material  other  than  grapes.   The  weighted  average  base 
price  is  an  average  of  all  base  prices  weighted  by  the  tonnage  purchased. 

Average  Degrees  Brix:   Degrees  brix  for  tonnage  crushed  are  weighted  averages  based  on  reports 

from  cooperatives  and  independently  owned  wineries.   Degrees  brix  for 
purchased  grapes  are  weighted  averages  based  on  tonnage  where  price  is  final  and  not  subject  to 
change . 

Brix  Adjustment  Factors:   The  brix  adjustment  factors  determine  adjustments  to  base  prices  to 

compensate  for  sugar  variations.   In  this  report,  adjustments  are 
expressed  in  dollars  per  ton,  or  percent  of  base  price  per  degree  variance  from  the  established 
brix  base.   Occasional  lots  are  traded  on  price  per  degree  brix  as  delivered.

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GRAPE    CRUSH    REPORT 

Information  contained  in  this  report  was  supplied  by  vintners  to  fulfill   the  reporting  requirements  of 
Section  55601.5  of  the  Food  and  Agriculture  code. 

This  report  includes  all   grape  tonnage  crushed  and  all   tonnage  purchased  and  prices  as  of  February  25,   1980 
by  California  vintners.     Data  by  varieties  are  shown  for  sixteen  grape  reporting  districts  as  well   as'for 
the  State  totals.      In  some  cases,   individual   variety  price  information  and  tons  purchased  have  been  omitted 
for  one  or  more  districts  to  avoid  disclosure  of  individual   operations.     However,   the  prices  and  tons  are 
included  in  State  and  district  averages  and  totals. 

Total   grapes  crushed  in  1979  was  2,616,203  tons  which  is  a  2.9  percent  increase  over  the  1978  total   crush  of 
2,542,053  tons.     The  weighted  average  degrees  Brix  for  all   grapes  crushed  in  1979  was  21.4  which  is  six- 
tenths  of  a  degree  above  last  year's   figure  of  20.8. 

The  reported  weighted  average  degrees  Brix  for  grapes  purchased  was  21.5.     The  weighted  average  price  per 

ton  for  grapes  reported  as  having  a  final   price  was  $195. 56  for  all   varieties.  This   is   3.3  percent  higher 

than  the  1978  price  of  $189.29.     Weighted  average  price  for  raisin  type  grapes  was  $151.19  per  ton,   table 
type  grapes  was  $154.98,  and  wine  type  was  $214.67  per  ton. 

The  1979  weighted  average  price  per  ton  for  all   grapes  purchased  as  distilling  material   for  other  than 
beverage  brandy  was  $78.38  per  ton  compared  with  $74.19  in  1978.     The  degrees  Brix  for  distilling  material 
grapes  was  20.7  in  1979  and  18.9  in  1978.     The  net  distilled  tonnage  for  the  1979  crop  is  10,329  tons 
compared  with  25,457  distilled  tons  last  year.

Prices   do  not  include  grower  returns   for  tonnage  pooled  by  cooperatives  or  returns   for 
grapes   grown  by  wineries  and  used  for  their  own  production.     Adjustments    for  sugar  calculations  and  any  bonuses 
or  allowances  are  included. 

The  weighted  average   prices   reported  by  variety  and  district  are   final   prices    for  grapes   purchased  for  wine, 
concentrate,   juice,   vinegar,  and  beverage  brandy.     Final    prices   for  grape  distilling  material   other  than  beverage 
brandy  are  shown  separately. 

Prices  are  equivalent  to  delivered  basis  in   the  area  grown  including  normal  within-area  hauling  allowances. 
Purchases  made  on  a  roadside  basis   include  the  usual   hauling  allowance  for  local   delivery  in  the  area  grown. 
Out-of-area  purchases  made  on  a  delivered  basis  do  not  include  extra  hauling  costs   for  delivery  outside  the  area. 

Base  Prices:     Base  prices  in  this  report  are  subject  to  adjustments   to  reflect  quality  of  grapes  when  delivered. 
Adjustments  principally   reflect  sugar  content,  but  may  reflect  other  quality  factors  such  as 


Average   Degrees   Brix:      Degrees   Brix   for  tonnage  crushed  are  weighted  averages  based  on   reports    from  cooperatives 

and  independently  owned  wineries.     Degrees  Brix  for  purchased  grapes  are  weighted  average; 

based  on   tonnage  where  price  is   final   anj  not  subject  to  change. 


Brix  Adjustment  Factors:     The  Brix  adjustment  factors  determine  adjustments   to  base  prices   to  compensate  for 

sugar  variations.     In   this   report,   adjustments  are  expressed  in  dollars   per  ton,  or 
percent  of  base  price  per  degree  variance  from  the  established  Brix  base.     Occasional   lots  are   traded  on  price 
per  degree  Brix  as   delivered.

GRAPE  CRUSH  REPORT 

Information  contained  in  this  report  was  supplied  by  vintners  to  fulfill   the  reporting  requirements  of 
Section  55601.5  of  the  Food  and  Agriculture  code. 

This   report  includes  all   grape  tonnage  crushed  and  all   tonnage  purchased  and  prices  as  of  February  25,1981 
by  California   vintners.      Data  by  varieties  are  shown  for  seventeen  grape  reporting  districts  as  well 
as  for  the  State  totals.     In  some  cases,   individual   variety  price  information  and  tons  purchased  have 
been  omitted  for  one  or  more  districts  to  avoid  disclosure  of  individual   operations.     However,   the  prices 
and  tons  are  included  in  State  and  district  averages  and  totals. 

Total   grapes  crushed  in  1980  was   2,895,779  tons,  which  is  a   10.7  percent  increase  over  the   1979  total 
crush  of  2,616,203  tons.     The  weighted  average  degrees  Brix  for  all   grapes  crushed  in  1980  was  20.6, 
which   is   four  percent  lower  than   last  year's   figure  of  21.4. 

The  reported  weighted  average  degrees  Brix  for  grapes  purchased  was  20.6.     The  weighted  average  price 
per  ton   for  grapes   reported  as  having  a   final   price  was   $189.52  for  all    varieties.     This   is   3.1   per- 
cent lower  than  the  1979  price  of  $195.56.     Weighted  average  price  for  raisin  type  grapes  was   $143.57 
per  ton,   table  type  grapes  was   $144.09,   and  wine  type  was   $210.22  per  ton. 

The  1980  weighted  average  price  per  ton   for  all   grapes  purchased  as   distilling  material    for  other  than 
beverage  brandy  was   $69.43  per  ton  compared  with  $78.38  in  1979.     The  degrees  Brix  for  distilling  mate- 
rial grapes  was  21.4  in  1980  and  20.7  in   1979.     The  net  distilled  tonnage  for  the  1980  crop  is  44,241 
tons  compared  with  10,329  distilled  tons   last  year. 


DEFINITIONS 

Tonnage  Crushed:  Totals  reported  reflect  the  quantity  crushed  by  variety  and  Grape  Reporting  District 
where  the  grapes  were  grown.  Minor  tonnages  (less  than  25  tons)  are  not  included  by 
varieties  but  are  included  in  district  and  state  totals.  Packingnouse  culls  are  included  in 

Tonnage  Purchased:  Purchased  tonnage  reflects  totals  by  variety  and  district  where  grown  for  all  grapes 
with  final  prices  not  subject  to  change.  Minor  tonnages  (less  than  25  tons)  are  not 
included  by  variety  but  are  included  in  district  and  state  totals.  Grapes  pooled  by  cooperatives  and 
those  grown  by  wineries  and  used  for  their  own  production  are  not  included  in  purchases. 

Weighted  Average  Prices:  Prices  reflect  actual  weighted  averages  of  final  prices  not  subject  to  further 
revision.  Prices  do  not  include  grower  returns  for  tonnage  pooled  by  coopera- 
tives or  returns  for  grapes  grown  by  wineries  and  used  for  their  own  production.  Adjustments  for  sugar 
calculations  and  any  bonuses  or  allowances  are  included. 

The  weighted  average  prices  reported  by  variety  and  district  are  final  prices  for  grapes  purchased  for 
wine,  concentrate,  juice,  vinegar,  and  beverage  brandy.  Final  prices  for  grape  distilling  material  other 
than  beverage  brandy  are  shown  separately. 

Prices  are  equivalent  to  delivered  basis  in  the  area  grown  including  normal  within-area  hauling  allowances. 
Purchases  made  on  a  roadside  basis  include  the  usual  hauling  allowance  for  local  delivery  in  the  area 
grown.  Out-of-area  purchases  made  on  a  delivered  basis  do  not  include  extra  hauling  costs  for  delivery 
outside  the  area. 

Base  Prices:  Base  prices  in  this  report  are  subject  to  adjustments  to  reflect  quality  of  grapes  when 

delivered.  Adjustments  principally  reflect  sugar  content,  but  may  reflect  other  quality 
factors  such  as  defects  or  material  other  than  grapes. 

Average  Degrees  Brix:  Degrees  Brix  for  tonnage  crushed  are  weighted  averages  based  on  reports  from 

cooperatives  and  independently  owned  wineries.  Degrees  Brix  for  purchased  grapes 
are  weighted  averages  based  on  tonnage  where  price  is  final  and  not  subject  to  change. 

Brix  Adjustment  Factors:  The  Brix  adjustment  factors  determine  adjustments  to  base  prices  to  compensate 

for  sugar  variations.  In  this  report,  adjustments  are  expressed  in  dollars  per 

ton,  or  percent  of  base  price  per  degree  variance  from  the  established  Brix  base.  Occasional  lots  are 
traded  on  price  per  degree  Brix  as  delivered. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TABLES

all  varieties.  Tonnages  of  less  than  25  for  any  variety  are  not  displayed  by  districts.  These  minor  ton- 
nages are  included  in  the  state  and  district  totals.

Some  tonnages  are  not  shown  to 
avoid  disclosure  of  individual  operations. 

Table  4:  Table  4  shows  the  weighted  average  degrees  Brix  for  all  grapes  purchased  for  wine,  concentrate, 
juice,  vinegar,  and  beverage  brandy  by  all  California  wineries  from  the  1980  crop.  Distilling 
material  grapes  are  not  included.  This  table  gives  totals  by  type,  variety,  and  reporting  districts  where 
grown.  The  1979  and  1980  state  totals  are  given  for  comparison  purposes. 

Table  5:  Table  5  gives  the  weighted  average  price  per  ton  of  all  individual  winery  reports  received.  This 

weighted  average  price  is  for  all  grapes  purchased  for  wine,  concentrate,  juice,  vinegar,  and 
beverage  brandy  by  California  wineries  from  the  1980  crop.  This  does  not  include  the  price  per  ton  for 
grapes  purchased  for  distilling  materials.  Prices  include  all  sugar  bonuses  or  allowances  as  well  as  within 
area  hauling.

1980  state  totals  are  given  for  comparison  purposes.

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GRAPE  CRUSH  REPORT 

Information  contained  in  this  report  was  supplied  by  vintners  to  fulfill  the  reporting  requirements  of 
Section  55601.5  of  the  Food  and  Agriculture  code. 

This  report  includes  all  grape  tonnage  crushed,  all  tonnage  purchased,  and  prices  as  of  February  25, 
1982  by  California  vintners.  Data  by  varieties  are  shown  for  seventeen  grape  reporting  districts  as  well 
as  for  the  State  totals.  In  some  cases,  individual  variety  price  information  and  tons  purchased  have 
been  omitted  for  one  or  more  districts  to  avoid  disclosure  of  individual  operations.  However,  the  prices 
and  tons  are  included  in  State  and  district  averages  and  totals.  Changes  in  tonnage,  Brix,  and  prices 
from  the  preliminary  report  to  this  final  report  were  due  to  reference  price  contracting  and  corrections 
to  the  original  data. 

All  grapes  crushed  in  1981  totaled  2,414,439  tons,  down  16.5  percent  from  the  1980  record  high  crush  of 
2,895,779  tons.  The  crush  of  ra i s i n  type  grapes  totaled  508,193  tons,  down  34.7  percent  from  the  pre- 
vious year.   Thompson  Seedless,  the  major  raisin  variety,  was  down  35.9  percent  to  452,646  tons.  Table 
varieties  totaled  181,749  tons  crushed,  down  7.2  percent  from  last  year.   An  increase  of  7.1  percent  in 
the  Tokay  variety,  with  119,446  tons,  was  easily  offset  by  decreases  in  other  table  varieties.  Ribier 
had  the  most  significant  change  in  this  type  with  a  decrease  of  36.0  percent  to  8,385  tons.   All  wine 
varieties  crushed  totaled  1,724,497  tons,  down  10.3  percent  from  1980.   Black  varieties,  with  988,804 
tons,  were  down  20.2  percent  while  white  varieties  totaled  735,694  tons  for  an  increase  of  7.8  percent. 
White  wine  varieties  accounted  for  42.7  percent  of  the  wine  variety  crushed  compared  with  35.5  percent 
in  1980. 

The  weighted  average  price  per  ton  for  all  grapes  purchased  for  wine,  concentrate,  juice,  vinegar  and 
beverage  brandy  was  $249.36  or  31.6  percent  higher  than  the  1980  price  of  $189.52.   Weighted  average 
price  for  raisin  type  grapes  was  $198.83  per  ton,  table  type  $194.69  per  ton  and  wine  type  $26$.41  per 
ton.   White  wine  varieties  averaged  $337.70  per  ton,  up  $50.59  from  1980  while  black  wine  varieties 
averaged  $212.91  per  ton,  up  $49.24  from  last  year.  The  weighted  average  degrees  Brix  for  all  grapes 
crushed  was  21.4  and  averaged  21.3  for  all  grapes  purchased. 

DEFINITIONS 

Tonnage  Crushed:  Totals  reported  reflect  the  quantity  crushed  by  variety  and  Grape  Reporting  District 
where  the  grapes  were  grown.  Minor  tonnages  (less  than  25  tons)  are   not  included  by 
varieties  but  are  included  in  district  and  state  totals.  Packinghouse  culls  are   included  in  "other 
raisin  grape"  and  "other  table  grape"  totals.

Tonnage  Purchased:  Purchased  tonnage  reflects  totals  by  variety  and  district  where  grown.  Minor  tonnages

Weighted  Average  Prices:  Weighted  average  prices  reflect  final  prices  as  reported  by  wineries 

and  include  adjustments  for  sugar  calculations  and  any  bonuses  or  allowances 
Weighted  average  prices  are  reported  by  variety  and  district  and  include  grapes  purchased  for  wine,  con- 
centrate, juice,  vinegar  and  beverage  brandy.   Prices  for  grapes  purchased  for  grape  distilling  material 
other  than  beverage  brandy  are  shown  separately  by  variety  but  not  by  district. 

Prices  do  not  include  grower  returns  for  tonnage  pooled  by  cooperatives  or  returns  for  grapes  grown  by 
wineries  and  used  for  their  own  production. 

Prices  are  equivalent  to  delivered  basis  in  the  area  grown  including  normal  within-area  hauling  allowances. 
Purchases  made  on  a  roadside  basis  include  the  usual  hauling  allowance  for  local  delivery  in  the  area 
grown.  Out-of-area  purchases  made  on  a  delivered  basis  do  not  include  extra  hauling  costs  for  delivery 
outside  the  area. 

Base  Prices:  Base  prices  in  this  report  are  subject  to  adjustments  to  reflect  quality  of  grapes  when 

delivered.  Adjustments  principally  reflect  sugar  content,  but  may  reflect  other  quality 
factors  such  as  defects  or  material  other  than  grapes. 

Average  Degrees  Brix:  Degrees  Brix  for  tonnage  crushed  are  weighted  averages  based  on  reports  from  coop- 
eratives and  Independently  owned  wineries.   Deqrees  Brix  for  purchased  grapes  are 
weighted  averages  based  on  tonnage  where  price  1s  final  and  not  subject  to  change. 

Brix  Adjustment  Factors:  The  Brix  adjustment  factors  determine  adjustments  to  base  prices  to  compensate 
for  sugar  variations.   In  this  report,  adjustments  are  expressed  in  dollars  per 
ton,  or  percent  of  base  price  per  degree  variance  from  the  established  Brix  base.  Occasional  lots  are 
traded  on  price  per  degree  Brix  as  delivered.

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GRAPE  CRUSH  REPORT 

Information  contained  in  this  report  was  supplied  by  vintners  to  fulfill  the  reporting  requirements  of  Section 
55601.5  of  the  Food  and  Agriculture  Code. 

This  report  includes  all  grape  tonnage  crushed,  all  tonnage  purchased,  and  prices  as  of  February  28,  1983  by 
California  vintners.  Data  by  varieties  are  shown  for  seventeen  grape  reporting  districts  as  well  as  for  the  state 
totals..  In  some  cases,  individual  variety  price  information  and  tons  purchased  have  been  omitted  for  one  or  more 
districts  to  avoid  disclosure  of  individual  operations.  However,  the  prices  and  tons  are  included  in  state  and 
district  averages  and  totals.  Changes  in  tonnage,  Brix,  and  prices  from  the  preliminary  report  to  this  final 
report  were  due  to  reference  price  contracting  and  corrections  to  the  original  data. 

All  grapes  crushed  in  1982  reached  a  record  high  3,115,531  tons,  up  29.0  percent  from  the  1981  crush  and  7.6  per- 
cent larger  than  the  previous  record  of  2,895,779  tons  crushed  in  1980.  The  crush  of  raisin  type  grapes  totaled 
773,591  tons,  up  52.2  percent  from  the  previous  year.  Thompson  Seedless,  the  major  raisin  variety,  was  up  54.3  per- 
cent to  698,425  tons.  Table  varieties  totaled  256,297  tons  crushed,  up  41.0  percent  from  last  year.  A  decrease  of 
4.1  percent  in  the  Emperor  variety,  with  14,635  tons,  was  more  than  offset  by  increases  in  most  other  table  vari- 
eties. Calmeria  more  than  doubled  to  8,495  tons,  Tokay  increased  52.1  percent  to  181,731  tons.  Ribier  jumped  by 
49.1  percent  to  12,499  tons.  All  wine  varieties  crushed  totaled  2,085,643  tons,  up  20.9  percent  from  1981.  Black 
varieties,  with  1,085,988  tons,  were  up  9.8  percent  while  white  varieties  totaled  999,655  tons  for  an  increase  of 
35.8  percent.  White  wine  varieties  accounted  for  47.9  percent  of  the  wine  variety  crushed  compared  with  42.7  per- 
cent in  1981. 

The  Weighted  average  price  per  ton  for  all  grapes  purchased  for  wine,  concentrate,  juice,  vinegar,  and  beverage 
brandy  was  $194.07,  down  22.2  percent  from  the  1981  price  of  $249.40.  Weighted  average  price  for  raisin  type  grapes 
was  $127.09  per  ton,  table  type  $148.53  per  ton,  and  wine  type  $220.12  per  ton.  White  wine  varieties  averaged 
$252.21  per  ton,  down  $85.43  from  1981  while  black  wine  varieties  averaged  $185.98  per  ton,  down  $27.04  from  last 
year.  The  weighted  average  degrees  Brix  for  all  grapes  crushed  was  20.1  and  averaged  20.0  for  all  grapes  purchased. 

DEFINITIONS 

Tonnage  Crushed:  Totals  reported  reflect  the  quantity  crushed  by  variety  and  grape  reporting  district  where  the 

grapes  were  grown.  Minor  tonnages  (less  than  25  tons)  are  not  included  by  varieties  but  are 
included  in  district  and  state  totals.  Packinghouse  culls  are  included  in  "other  raisin  grape"  and  "other  table 
grape"  totals. 

Tonnage  Purchased:  Purchased  tonnage  reflects  totals  by  variety  and  district  where  grown  for  all  grapes  with  final 

prices  not  subject  to  change.  Minor  tonnages  (less  than  25  tons)  are  not  included  by  variety 
but  are  included  in  district  and  state  totals.  Grapes  pooled  by  cooperatives  and  those  grown  by  wineries  and  used 
for  their  own  production  are  not  included  in  purchases- 
Weighted  Average  Prices:  Weighted  average  prices  reflect  final  prices  as  reported  by  wineries  and  include  ad- 
justments for  sugar  calculations  and  any  bonuses  or  allowances.  Weighted  average  prices 
are  reported  by  variety  and  district  and  include  grapes  purchased  for  wine,  concentrate,  juice,,  vineqar,  and 
beverage  brandy.  Prices  for  grapes  purchased  for  grape  distilling  material  other  than  beverage  brandy  are  shown 
separately  by  variety  but  not  by  district. 

Prices  do  not  include  grower  returns  for  tonnage  pooled  by  cooperatives  or  returns  for  grapes  grown  by  wineries 
and  used  for  their  own  production. 

Prices  are  equivalent  to  delivered  basis  in  the  area  grown  including  normal  within-area  hauling  allowances.  Pur- 
chases made  on  a  roadside  basis  include  the  usual  hauling  allowance  for  local  delivery  in  the  area  grown. 
Out-of-area  purchases  made  on  a  delivered  basis  do  not  include  extra  hauling  costs  for  delivery  outside  the  area. 

Base  Prices:  Base  prices  in  this  report  are  subject  to  adjustments  to  reflect  quality  of  grapes  when  delivered. 

Adjustments  principally  reflect  sugar  content,  but  may  reflect  other  quality  factors  such  as  defects 
or  material  other  than  grapes. 

Average  Degrees  Brix:  Degrees  Brix  for  tonnage  crushed  are  weighted  averages  based  on  reports  from  cooperatives 
and  independently  owned  wineries.  Degrees  Brix  for  purchased  grapes  are  weighted  averages 
based  on  tonnage  where  price  is  final  and  not  subject  to  change. 

Brix  Adjustment  Factors:  The  Brix  adjustment  factors  determine  adjustments  to  base  prices  to  compensate  for 

sugar  variations.   In  this  report,  adjustments  are  expressed  in  dollars  per  ton,  or  per- 
cent of  base  price  per  degree  variance  from  the  established  Brix  base.  Occasional  lots  are  traded  on  price  per 
degree  Brix  as  delivered.

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GRAPE  CRUSH  REPORT 

Information  contained  in  this  report  was  supplied  by  vintners  to  fulfill  the  reporting  requirements  of  Section 
55601.5  of  the  Food  and  Agriculture  Code. 

This  report  includes  all  grape  tonnage  crushed,  all  tonnage  purchased,  and  prices  as  of  February  27,  1984  by 
California  vintners.  Data  by  varieties  are  shown  for  seventeen  grape  reporting  districts  as  well  as  State  totals 
with  comparisons.  In  some  cases,  individual  varietal  price  information  and  tons  purchased  have  been  omitted  for 
one  or  more  districts  to  avoid  disclosure  of  individual  operations.  However,  these  prices  and  tons  are  included 
in  the  State  averages  and  totals.  Changes  in  tonnage,  Brix,  and  prices  from  the  preliminary  report  to  this  final 
report  were  due  to  reference  price  contracting  and  corrections  to  the  original  data. 

All  grapes  crushed  in  1983  reached  2,300,660  tons,  down  26  percent  from  the  record  high  1982  crush,  5  percent 
below  1981,  and  21  percent  less  than  the  large  1980  crush.  This  is  the  smallest  total  crush  since  1976  when 
vintners  reported  2,210,654  tons  crushed.  The  crush  of  xaisic  type  grapes  totaled  328,866  tons,  down  57  percent 
from  the  previous  year.  This  is  the  smallest  raisin  variety  crush  since  1952.  Thompson  Seedless,  the  major  raisin 
variety,  was  down  59  percent  to  286,611  tons.  Table  varieties  totaled  185,008  tons  crushed,  down  28  percent  from 
last  year  but  2  percent  above  1981.  A  decrease  of  52  percent  in  the  Tokay  variety,       with  87,370  tons,     was 

reported.  Other  table  varieties  of  significance  were  Emperor  with  37,478  tons,  two  and  one  half  times  larger 
than  a  year  ago;  Ribier  at  11,586  tons  crushed,  down  7  percent  and  Calmeria  with  10,170  tons  crushed,  up  20 
percent.  All  Mine  varieties  crushed  totaled  1,786,787  tons,  down  14  percent  from  1982  but  4  percent  above  1981. 
Black  varieties,  with  809,481  tons,  were  down  25  percent  and  white  varieties  totaled  977,306  tons  for  a 
decrease  of  2  percent.  White  wine  varieties  accounted  for  55  percent  of  the  wine  variety  crushed  compared  with 
48  percent  in  1982.  This  is  the  first  time  the  crush  of  all  white  varieties  has  exceeded  the  quantity  of  all 
black  varieties  crushed. 

The  weighted  average  price  per  ton  for  all  grapes  purchased  for  wine,  concentrate,  juice,  vinegar  and  beverage 
brandy  was  $190.98,  down  2  percent  from  the  1982  price  of  $194.07.  Weighted  average  price  for  raisin  type  grapes 
was  $103.66  per  ton,  down  $23.43;  table  type  $131.76  per  ton,  down  $16.77;  and  wine  type  $208.11  per  ton,  down 
$12.01.  White  wine  varieties  averaged  $225.17  per  ton,  down  $27.04  from  1982,  while  black  wine  varieties 
averaged  $185.08  per  ton,  down  $0.90  from  last  year.  The  weighted  average  degrees  Brix  for  all  grapes  crushed 
was     20.3  and  averaged  20.2  for  all  grapes  purchased. 

DEFINITIONS 

Tonnage  Crushed:     Totals  reported  reflect  the  quantity   crushed  by  variety  and  Grape  Reporting  District  where  the 

grapes  were  grown.        Minor  tonnages  (less  than  25  tons)  are  not  included  by  varieties,    but  are 

included  in  district  and  State  totals.  Mixed  varieties  are  included  in  "other"  categories.  Packinghouse  culls 
are  shown  on  a  separate  line  for  raisin  and  table  type  grapes. 

Tonnage  Purchased:      Purchased  tonnage  reflects  totals  by   variety,   and  district  where  grown,    for  all  grapes  with 
final  prices  not  subject  to  change.       Minor  tonnages  (less  than  25     tons)     are     not     included 
by   variety,    but   are   included  in  district     and     State  totals.     Grapes  pooled  bv  cooperatives  and  those  grown  bv 
wineries  and  used  for  their  own  production  are  not  included  in  purchases. 

Weighted  Average  Prices:     Weighted  average   prices  reflect  final  prices  as  reported  by  wineries  and  include  adjust- 
ments for  sugar  calculations  and  any  bonuses  or  allowances. 

Weighted  average  prices  are  reported  by  variety  and  district  and  include  grapes  purchased  for  wine,  concentrate, 
juice,  vinegar,  and  beverage  brandy.  Prices  for  grapes  purchased  for  grape  distilling  material,  other  than 
beverage  brandy,   are  shown  separately  by  variety  but  not  by  district  in  Table  7. 

Prices  do  not  include  grower  returns  for  tonnage  pooled  by  cooperatives  or  returns  for  grapes  grown  by  wineries 
and  used  for  their  own  production. 

Prices  are  equivalent  to  delivered  basis  in  the  area  grown  including  normal  within-area  hauling  allowances. 
Purchases  made  on  a  roadside  basis  include  the  usual  hauling  allowance  for  local  delivery  in  the  area  grown. 
Out-of-area   purchases  made  on  a  delivered  basis  do  not   include  extra  hauling  costs  for  delivery  outside  the  area. 

Base  Price:     Base     prices  in  this  report  are  subject   to  adjustments  to  reflect  quality  of  grapes  when  delivered. 
Adjustments     principally   reflect  sugar  content,   but  may  reflect  other  quality  factors  such  as  defects 
of  material  other  than  grapes,   etc. 

Average  Degrees  Brix:     Degrees  Brix  for   tonnage  crushed  are  weighted  averages  based  on  reports  from  cooperatives 
and   independently   owned    wineries.  Degrees     Brix     for     purchased     grapes     are     weighted 

averages  based  on  tonnage  where  price  is  final  and  not  subject  to  change. 

Brix  Adjustment  Factors:     The  Brix   adjustment  factors  determine  adjustments  to  base  prices  to  compensate  for  sugar 
variations.       In  this  report,     adjustments  are  expressed  in  dollars  per  ton,       or 
percent  of  base  price  per  degree  variance  frcm  the  established  Brix  base.     Occasional  lots  are  traded  on  price  per 
degree  Brix  as  delivered.

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GRAPE  CRUSH  REPORT 

Information  contained  in  this  report  was  supplied  by  vintners  to  fulfill  the  reporting  requirements  of  Section 
55601.5  of  the  Food  and  Agriculture  Code. 

This  report  includes  all  grape  tonnage  crushed,  all  tonage  purchased,  and  prices  as  of  February  25,  1985  by 
California  vintners.  Data  by  varieties  are  shown  for  seventeen  grape  reporting  districts  as  well  as  State 
totals  with  comparisons.  Changes  in  tonnage,  Brix,  and  prices  from  the  preliminary  report  to  this  final  report 
were  due  to  reference  price  contracting,  late  reports,  and  corrections  to  the  original  data. 

All  grapes  crushed  in  1984  reached  2,581,693  tons,  12  percent  larger  than  last  year's  crush,  but  down  17  percent 
from  the  record  high  1982  crush.  The  crush  of  xaisin  type  grapes  totaled  586,515  tons,  up  78  percent  from  the 
previous  year.  Thompson  Seedless,  the  major  raisin  variety,  was  up  88  percent  to  539,928  tons.  Table  varieties 
totaled  170,891  tons  crushed,  down  8  percent  from  last  year.  An  increase  of  38  percent  in  the  Tokay  variety, 
with  120,789  tons,  was  reported.  All  wine  varieties  crushed  totaled  1,824,287  tons,  up  2  percent  from  1983  but 
13  percent  below  1982.  Black  varieties,  with  788,040  tons,  were  down  3  percent  and  white  varieties  totaled 
1,036,247  tons  for  an  increase  of  6  percent.  White  wine  varieties  accounted  for  57  percent  of  the  total  wine 
varieties  crushed  compared  with  55  percent  in  1983  and  48  percent  in  1982.  This  is  the  second  year  the  crush  of 
all  white  varieties  has  exceeded  the  quantity  of  all  black  varieties  crushed.  The  major  white  wine  variety 
crushed  was  French  Colombard  with  466,371  tons,  representing  45  percent  of  the  total  white  wine  varieties 
crushed.  Grenache  was  the  black  wine  variety  with  the  largest  crush  totaling  120,129  tons,  up  38  percent  from 
last  year  but  30  percent  below  the  1982  crush.  Grenache  represented  15  percent  of  the  total  black  wine 
varieties  crushed.  Carignane  came  in  second  accounting  for  15  percent  of  the  total  black  wine  varieties 
crushed  with  120,074  tons. 

The  weighted  average  price  per  ton  for  all  grapes  purchased  for  wine,  concentrate,  juice,  vinegar  and  beverage 
brandy  was  $171.79,  down  10  percent  from  the  1983  price  of  $190.97.  Weighted  average  price  for  raisin  type 
grapes  was  $78.35  per  ton,  down  $25.31;  table  type  $129.55  per  ton,  down  $2.21;  and  wine  type  $202.05  per  ton, 
down  $6.05.  White  wine  varieties  averaged  $220.22  per  ton,  down  $4.95  from  1983,  while  black  wine  varieties 
averaged  $176.52  per  ton,  down  $8.49  from  last  year.  The  weighted  average  degrees  Brix  for  all  grapes  crushed 
was  21.1  and  averaged  21.0  for  all  grapes  purchased. 

DEFINITIONS 

Tonnage  Crushed:     Totals  reported  reflect  the  quantity  crushed  by  variety  and  Grape  Reporting  District  where  the 
grapes  were   grown.      Mixed  varieties  are   included  in  "ether"  categories.      Packinghouse  culls 
are  shown  on  a  separate  line  for  raisin  and  table  type  grapes. 

Tonnage  Purchased:     Purchased  tonnage  reflects  totals  by  variety,   and  district  where  grown,   for  all  grapes  with 
final  prices  not  subject  to  change.   Grapes  pooled  lay  cooperatives  and  iiiose  SXQWD.  Ijy 
wineries  and  used  for  iheix  flffll  production  axe  not  included  in  purchases- 
Weighted  Average  Pxices.:     Weighted  average  prices     reflect  final  prices    as  reported    by  wineries    and     include 
adjustments  for   sugar  calculations  and  any  bonuses  or  allowances. 

Weighted  average  prices  are  reported  by  variety  and  district  and  include  grapes  purchased  for  wine,  concentrate, 
juice,  vinegar,  and  beverage  brandy.  Prices  for  grapes  purchased  for  grape  distilling  material,  other  than 
beverage  brandy,  are  shown  separately  by  variety  but  not  by  district  in  Table  7. 

Prices  do  not  include  grower  returns  for  tonnage  pooled  by  cooperatives  or  returns  for  grapes  grown  by  wineries 
and  used  for  their  own  production. 

Prices  are  equivalent  to  delivered  basis  in  the  area  grown  including  normal  within-area  hauling  allowances. 
Purchases  made  on  a  roadside  basis  include  the  usual  hauling  allowance  for  local  delivery  in  the  area  grown. 
Out-of-area  purchases  made  on  a  delivered  basis  do  not  include  extra  hauling  costs  for  delivery  outside  the 
area. 

Base  PxiCfi:     Base  prices  in  this  report  are  subject  to  adjustments  to  reflect  quality  of  grapes  when  delivered. 
Adjustments  principally  reflect  sugar  content,  but  may  reflect  other  quality  factors  such  as 
defects  of  material  other  than  grapes,  etc. 

Average  Degrees  Bxix.:     Degrees  Brix  for  tonnage  crushed  are  weighted  averages  based  on  reports  from  cooperatives 
and   independently  owned  wineries.     Degrees  Brix  for  purchased  grapes  are  weighted 
averages  based  on  tonnage  where  price  is  final  and  not  subject  to  change. 

Bxix  Adjustment  Factors:     The  Brix  adjustment  factors  determine  adjustments  to  base  prices  to  compensate  for 
sugar    variations.      In  this   report,    adjustments  are  expressed   in  dollars  per   ton,   or 
percent  of  base  price  per  degree  variance  from  the  established  Brix  base.     Occasional    lots  are  traded  on  price 
per  degree  Brix  as  delivered.

The  following  Brix  adjustment  factors  are  on  a  per  degree  Brix  basis  and  are  normally  calculated  to 
a  tenth  of  a  degree,  and  are  cumulative  unless  otherwise  indicated.  Most  wineries,  however,  indicate 
maximum  and/or  minimum  Brix  acceptance  levels  and  grapes  testing  above  or  below  these  levels  may  be 
subject  to  price  renegotiation  or  rejection  by  the  winery.  Discounts  for  high  sugar  apply  to  both 
base  price  and  bonus  unless  otherwise  stated.  There  are  factors  other  than  Brix,  such  as  material 
other  than  grapes  (MOG),  defects,  weight  loss  in  late  harvest  grapes,  and  sugar/acid  ratios  that 
affect  grape  prices.   These  were  not  considered  in  this  presentation,  unless  otherwise  stated,  but 
were  considered  in  arriving  at  weighted  average  prices.

Grape  Crush  Report,  1984  crop.
